Reasons for allowance of claims 15-22 are presented in previous office action. 
Amendmentjof claim 23 & 27 overcome the rejection of claims 23-30 under 35 USC 
102(e). 

Further regarding claims 23 & 27, the prior art of record neither shows nor 
suggests a method of manufacturing a light emitting device comprising all the limitations 
set forth in claim 23 & 27, particularly comprising adhering a covering material to the 
insulator/substrate by the sealing material after the step of dropping the encapsulant 
wherein the cover material is in contact with the sealing materialmen cutting a part of 
insulator/substrate and a part of covering material after the step of adhering the 
covering material.
